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INTRODUCTION 

Purpo se . The  purpose  of  this  outline  is  to  list  the  material  made  available 
by  research  projects  conducted  in  Pennsylvania  in  cooperation  with  or  under 
the  direct  supervision  of  the  Civil  ¥Jorks  Administration  and  the  State 
Emergency  Relief  Administration,  prior  to  the  inauguration  of  the  Federal 
Works  Program  of  1935-36.  The  location  of  the  raaterial  is  given  and  its 
nature  described  in  sufficient  detail  to  indicate  some  of  tile  uses  to  which 
it  may  be  put. 

Types  of  Material.  A very  large  proportion  of  the  raaterial  consists  of  the 
initial  data  upon  which  social  planning  could  be  based.  Only  in  a few  cases, 
such  as  the  Lower  Merion  Township  Plan  (p,17),  did  projects  advance  to  the 
stage  of  actual  planning.  In  a report  submitted  to  the  Federal  Emergency 
Relief  Administration  b}r  the  State  Relief  Administration  it  is  stated  that 
"fully  75  per  cent  of  the  projects  which  nay  be  considered  as  coming  within 
the  planning  field  have  actually  been  research  projects  set  up  to  obtain  ... 
preliminary  data." 

Other  research  projects,  such  as  the  study  of  poor  relief  administration, 
the  census  of  the  unemployed,  and  the  study  of  the  dependent  children  of  the 
State,  secured  information  long  needed  and  highly  pertinent  to  current  social 
conditions. 

Scope  of  Projects.  Many  of  the  survey  projects  were  too  broad  in  scope  to 
have  been  successfully  carried  out  by  a private  agency  and  were  outside  the 
field  or  beyond  the  budget  limitations  of  any  state  department,  as,  for 
example,  the  indexing  of  historical  source  material  (p.  26)  and  the  survey  of 
the  physical  resources  of  Pennsylvania  for  the  State  Planning  Board  (p.18). 

The  method  of  conducting  broad  surveys  through  a number  of  similar  pro- 
jects carried  on  simultaneous!}''  in  different  localities  proved  effective.  In 
some  cases  the  results,  when  correlated,  give  a whole  that  is  greater  than 
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the  sum  of  the  parts.  For  instance-,  the  various  property  inventories,  cover- 
ing approximately  40  per  cent  of  the  homes  in  the  State,  present  a composite 
picture  of  trends,  of  needs,  and  of  the  significance  of  the  housing  problem, 
not  visible  in  the  data  for  any  one  project.  In  Pittsburgh,  a project  was 
initiated  by  the  City  Planning  Board  to  coordinate  the  findings  of  many  in- 
dividual and  widely  varying  projects,  with  results  somewhat  analogous  to  the 
assembling  of  a picture  puzzle. 

The  Civil  Works  Administration.  When  the  Civil  Works  Program  was  launched 
by  the  Federal  Government  in  November,  1933,  it  offered  work  at  prevailing 
wages  to  unemployed  persons,  including  those  not  receiving  relief.  Many 
clerical  and  professional  workers,  including  engineers,  architects,  drafts- 
men, statisticians,  lawyers,  physicians,  social  workers,  teachers  and 
stenographers,  registered  for  employment.  The  problem  arose  of  finding  suit- 
able jobs  for  those  "white  collar"  workers. 

Jobs  for  "White  Collar"  Workers,  Some  wore  absorbed  in  the  administrative 
personnel,  some  in  public  service  projects,  such  as  adult  education,  health 
and  recreation.  The  majority  of  the  others  were  utilized  in  research  plan- 
ning projects.  While  there  was  a large  amount  of  turnover  in  personnel  writh 
the  changing  work  programs,  the  research  projects  wore  greatly  facilitated  by 
the  retention  of  a number  of  key  persons  on  the  more  important  projects* 

Initial  Work  Division  Program.  The  Civil  Works  Administration  was  termi- 
nated officially  on  March  31,  1954.  It  was  superseded  by  the  Work  Division 
which  was  an  integral  part  of  the  State  Emergency  Relief  Administration.  It 
operated  through  a local  Work  Division  in  each  county  or  relief  area.  The 
initial  program  was  restricted  largely  to  completion  of  projects  begun  under 
the  Civil  Works  Administration.  Some  C.W.A.  research  projects  were  discon- 
tinued or  completed  under  local  auspices,  but  the  more  important  unfinished 
surveys  were  taken  over  by  the  Work  Division.  A number,  including  the  census 
of  the  unemployed,  were  completed  before  the  initial  Work  Division  Program  was 
terminated  about  September  1,  1934. 
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Revised  Work  Division  Pro gran.  Under  what  nay  be  designated  as  the  revised 
Work  Division  Program,  launched  October  1,  1934  projects  not  completed  under  the 
previous  program  acre  re submitted  and  continued.  When  all  work  relief  vns  fin- 
ally transferred  from  the  State  Emergency  Relief  Administration  to  the  Works 
Progress  Administration  in  October,  1935,  practically  all  research  projects  had 
be^n  terminated. 

Costs  and  Time  Spent  on  Research.  Thu  total  cost  of  the  research  projects  under 
the  three  work  programs  mentioned  was  five  and  a half  million  dollars,  or  less 
than  6 per  cent  of,  all  work  program  expenditures.  The  total  man  hours  devoted 
to  completed  or  discontinued  research  projects  amounted  to  approximately 
7,350,000. 

The  actual  number  of  research  projects,  not  counting  supplements  and  dupli- 
cates due  to  resubmission  under  a subsequent  program,  was  274,  of  which  132  were 
surveys  of  social  conditions. 


"Social  Surveys."  Some  of  the  most  extensive  studies,  such  as  the  survey  of 
unemployment,  wore  conducted  by  the  unit  known  as  Social  Surveys.  This  was 
originally  a single  project  organized  under  the  Civil  Works  Administration  to 
provide  employment  for  white  collar  workers,  and  its  purpose  was  to  collect 
statistical  data  on  social  and  economic  conditions  in  Pennsylvania.  The  Social 
Surveys  unit  was  continued  under  the  initial  and  revised  Work  Division  Programs 
as  a part  of  the  Division  of  Research  and  Statistics  of  the  State  Emergency 


Relief  Administration, 

Besides  the  unenoloyment  survey  the  Social  Surveys  unit  conducted  thirty- 
two  real  property  inventories.  The  Poor  Relief  Study  was  also  carried  as  a 
part  of  Social  Surveys  but  under  the  supervision  of  the  State  Department  of 
Welfare. 


Classification  of  Projects,  For  convenience,  the  classification  of  projects  is 
based  upon  the  nature  of  the  data  rather  than  upon  the  original  purpose  and 
sponsorship  of  the  project.  The  real  property  inventories  were  initiated  pri- 
marily for  the  purpose  of  gaining  information  upon  which  to  base  Federal  Housing 
Administration  loans.  Their  actual  uses  have  boon  so  varied  as  to  defy  classi- 
fication. Slum  clearance  surveys  involved  real  property  inventories  but  included 
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also  social  data  of  value  in  planning  for  bettor  housing,  as  veil  as  for  the 
treatment  of  health  conditions  and  delinquency  and  for  lav  enforcement.  The 
Pittsburgh  air  pollution  study  (p.50)  vas  sponsored  by  the  Pittsburgh  City 
Planning  Board  to  secure  data  for  srioko  abatement.  It  is  listed  under  Public 
Health  and  Sanitation  for  obvious  reasons.  Traffic  studies  served  a multi- 
tude of  purposes,  but  most  of  these  cone  under  the  general  head  of  Community 
Planning  and  Betterment.  This  is  also  true  of  surveys  of  recreational  facili- 
ties vhich,  vhile  pertaining  to  Public  Welfare , are  primarily  concerned  vith 
data  upon  vhich  to  base  community  planning  for  parks,  playgrounds,  etc. 

Material  found  under  different  classifications  may  bo  closely  allied. 

The  surveys  dealing  vith  poor  relief  (p.39)  and  transients  (p.43)  and  the 
studios  classified  under  Labor  and  Industry  are  all  essential  to  an  under- 
standing of  unemployment  relief  and  security  legislation. 


NOTE 


In  the  pages  vhich  follow  the  location  of  the  original  data  on  each 
research  project  is  indicated.  Printed  and  mimeographed  publications  arc 
listed  and,  if  available,  may  be  obtained  by  writing  to  the  source  given. 
Copies  or.  file  vith  the  Division  of  Research  and  Statistics  arc  for  re- 
ference only  and  may  not  be  taken  from  the  office  of  the  State  Emergency 
Relief  Adnini stration. 

In  each  section  of  this  outline,  State-vile  projects  arc  listed  first. 
Following  those  are  noted  projects  operated  by  various  State  departments  or 
at  Pennsylvania  State  College,  after  vhich  the  other  projects  arc  arranged 
alphabetically,  by  counties. 
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1.  Real  Property  Inventories 

Real  property  inventories,  nest  of  which  were  begun  under  the  Civil  Works 
Administration,  w ere  carried  on  sinultaneously  in  a nunber  of  political  sub- 
divisions of  the  State  and  covered  approximately  40  per  ccnt,cf  the  hones  in 
Penn syl vania.  The  schedules  used  in  most  communities  -./ere  developed  by  the 
Federal  Coordinator  of  Statistical  Projects  fron  the  Real  Property  Inventory 
schedules  of  the  United  States  Bureau' of  Census.  However  Allegheny  County 
used  the  regular  Bureau  of  Census  schedules  and  Philadelphia  a slight  modifi- 
cation of  these. 

The  facts  gathered  include  kind  and  size  of  property,  material,  age, 
condition,  number  of  floors  and  of  rooms,  whether  mortgaged  or  free,  rental 
rate,  number  of  occupantp  by  age  and  race,  cooking,  lighting  and  heating 
occonodations,  garages,  cellars,  etc.;  also  the  length  of  occupancy  or 
vacancy. 

Host  of  those  studies  include  facts  regarding  the  lag  in  building  and 
repairs  to  property  during  recent  years  and  the  consequent  housing  shortage  even 
in  rural  connunit ios.  Some  of  the  practical  values  of  these  surveys  are  enumer- 
ated by  Bernard  J.  Newman,  Managing  Director  of  the  Philadelphia  Housing 
Association,  in  his  preface  to  the  published  reports  of  the  Philadelphia  Survey: 


"The  practical  value  of  this  ...  survey  depends 
upon  the  use  to  which  the  information  nay  be  put  ... 

For  example,  there  is  a great  amount  of  information 
embodied  herein  which  would  enable  merchants  to  de- 
temino  potential  market  areas  for  their  products. 

"Or  the  small  business  nan  of  the  type  of  the 
electrician  cr  the  plumber,  seeking  to  open  a new 
establishment,  can  find  here  information  which  will 
indicate  areas  inadequately  or  only  partially  sup- 
plied . . . Chain  Stores  likewise  can  use  this  material 
in  determining  new  areas  in  which  to  set  up  branch 
ostablishnonts.  Established  business  huscs  can  check 
up  to  the  extent  of  their  sales  in  different  areas  to 
determine  whether  they  are  supplying  the  normal 
percentage  of  the  population  in  aiiy  given  district  that 
might  reasonably  be  expected  to  purchase  their  goods. 

"The  same  holds  true  for  the  utilities.  The  study 
of  those  data  will  show  whether  the  percentage  of  users 
of  electricity  or  gas  is  as  high  in  any  given  area  as 
might  reasonably  be  expected.  So,  too,  the  equipment 
group  iiay  locate  potential  sales  areas  for  plumbing  sup- 
plies, furnaces,  or  fuels.  Even  banking  institutions

nay  determine  tho  feasibility  of  extending  branch  offices 
into  areas  in  which  they  at  present  have  few  depositors. 
There  is  hardly  a firn  of  any  type  that  cannot  obtain 
fron  the  information  here  presented  facts  which  will  en- 
able it  to  develop  a no re  profitable  business. 

" ...  The  material  of  the  survey  has  even  a greater 
value  to  those  who  are  in  the  real  estate  business,  who 
arc  builders,  who  conduct  a mortgage  lending  business,  or 
v/ho  are  in  the  market  for  homes.  Too  little  attention  has 
been  paid  by  mortgage  lending  and  building  groups  to  the 
determination  of  the  most  suitable  areas  for  duelling 
construction  ... 

"In  tho  vrhole  field  of  real  estate,  ownership,  rpntal 
and  financing,  vast  suns  of  money  could  have  boon  saved  had 
tho  information  of  this  survey  been  available  ... 

"Herein  is  most  valuable  information  for  tho  City  Plan- 
ning Commission  and  other  branches  of  the  government  that 
deal  with  physical  plans,  such  as  tho  Borad  of  Education, 
the  Bureau  of  Recreation,  and  tho  Bureau  of  Engineering, 
Surveys  and  Zoning. 

"This  survey  reveals  a v/calth  of  data  which  when 
correlated  show  areas  of  deterioration  and  make  apparent 
the  extent  to  which  suburban  development  is  draining 
Philadelphia  of  taxpaying  population.  In  such  areas  tax 
returns  are  diminishing  and  arc  doomed  to  further  reduc- 
tion. Those  areas  are  creating  governmental  expenses  far 
in  excess  of  tax  receipts.  Those  data  cannot  bo  ignored 
except  at  an  unwarranted  cost.  Any  business-like  admini- 
stration of  City  affairs  must  needs  take  then  into  con- 
sideration and  develop  a program  to  prevent  their  future 
spread  and  to  reduce  the  areas  of  their  influence.  Un- 
fortunately, the  extent  and  spread  of  such  blighted  areas 
has  not  heretofore  been  appreciated,  possibly  because  there 
has  not  been  available  the  comprehensive  information  which 
this  survey  has  assembled..  . 

"In  the 'direct  housing  work  of  tho  City,  moreover, 
these  data  bring  out  many  pertinent  facts.  It  has  long 
been  known  that  there  are  many  illegally  operated  tene- 
ments in  the  ’city,  but  the  small  City  inspection  force  is 
urw.blc  to  make  many  original  inspections.  Hence  multiple 
occupancy,  where  surreptitiously  introduced,  has  become 
known  to  tho  City  largely  through  the  complaints  of 
citizens  end  civic  organizations.  This  survey  brings  out 
the  number. of  such  tenements.  As  tho  original  field 
sheets  arc  available  for  consultation  by  the  authorities 
having  jurisdiction,  tho  location  of  those  properties  can 
readily  be  determined  and  tho  necessary  inspection  made, 
so  the  houses  can  be  brought  uo  to  sanitary  standards  and 
the  foes  for  operation  turned  into  the  City  Treasury,  A 
similar  service  is  available  through  tho  records  of  in- 
sanitary conditions,  overcrowding  and  like  pertinent  facts 
which  bear  upon  the  hygienic  or  unhygienic  condition  of 
dwellings.  There  is  also  information  about  unsafe  struc- 
tural conditions  making  it  possible  for  the  Bureau  of 
Building  inspection  to  locate  and  demolish  vandalized  and 
hazardous  buildings  and  to  bring  other  buildings  in  need 
of  structural  repairs  up  to  a safe  condition  for  occupancy. 
Even  a casual  perusal  of  thusc  data  brings  out  a multipli- 
city of  constructive  suggestions  available  to  the  munici- 
pality."

2 . Community  Planning  Surveys 

The. scope  and' purpose  of  these  surveys  is  graphically  given  in  the 
"Report  of  the  Lover  Morion  Township  Plan,"  as  follows: 

"The  Plan  suggests  a system  of  Main  highways,  by-pass 
routes,  connecting  and  extension  of  existing  highways,  new 
street  locations,  widening  of  existing  highways  and  im- 
proving crossings  over  and  under  railroads,  also  considera- 
tions as  to  future  transportation  bus  routes  in  the 
Township, 

"It  includes  suggestions  for  parks,  parkways  and  play  • 
areas  based  on  the  needs  of  the  present  and  estimated 
future  population. 

"Ordinances  are  suggested  to  be  prepared  to  protect 
natural  bca,uty  areas,  future  park  areas,  sub-division  and 
land  control,  and  revised  highway  right s-of-way. 

."Changes  arc  also  suggested  to  be  made  to  the  ex- 
isting Zoning  Ordinance  and  Building  Code. 

"The  past,  present  and  estimated  future  population 
with  the  possible  trend  density  end  type  arc  set  forth. 

"The  past,  present  and  estimated  future  assessed 
land  values,  tax  rates,  revenues  and  other  financial  items 
have -been  so  arranged  as  to  show  their  comparative  values 
from  year  to  year." 

The  report  states  that  the  plan  is  sot  up  as  "a  guide  to  Mature  devel- 
opment and  is  not  proposed  as  a subject  for  immediate  full  accomplishment 
..."  It  is  "a  means  of  programming  usual  improvements  at  normal  cost,"

IV  PUBLIC  WEIFxRE 
1.  Child  Welfare 


In  11  Thirty  Thousand  Dependent  Children,”  a summary  by  the  State 
Department  of  Welfare  of  the  findings  of  the  census  of  dependent  children 
in  Pennsylvania,  made  under  the  auspices  of  the  United  States  Children’s 
Bureau,  occurs  this  evaluation  of  the  project  (S-0811a): 


"The  Federal  Census  has  proved  to  be  more  than  a 
tabulation  of  cold  statistics.  The  facts  secured  about 
29,737  children  should,  instead  of  smothering  us  with 
numbers,  make  us  more  aware  than  over  of  the  individual 
child*  Each  one  should  stand  out  as  a real  person,  with 
a problem  of  his  own.  In  the  aggregate  these  multiple 
problems  form  a challenge  to  all  the  child-caring  institu- 
tions and  agencies  in  the  State. 

"The  census  will  be  of  service  to  Pennsylvania’s 
dependent  and  neglected  children  only  insofar  as  it  serves 
to  stimulate  workers  in  the  children’s  field  to  see' each 
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child ’ s needs  separately,  and  to  ask  more  definitely 
why  he  seems  to  need  care  away  from  home.  Here  lies 
the  real  challenge  for  Pennsylvania’s  EC, COO  depend- 
ent and  neglected  children.  If  they  can  not  return 
to  their  own  homes,  what  permanent  plans  arc  being 
developed  for  them  by  the  organizations  which  have 
accepted  responsibility  for  their  welfare?" 

These  findings  were  utilized  and  greatly  suppl orient cd  in  the  project 
(3-E6-187)  reported  in  "Pennsylvania  Children  in  the  Depression."  This 
interprets  the  effects  of  the  depression,  so  far  as  they  were  then  ascertain- 
able, and  of  Emergency  Relief  and  the  National  Recovery  Administration  measures 
upon  child  dependency,  juvenile  delinquency,  child  health  and  child  labor  in 
Penn sylvan ia.

2.  Correctional  arid  Judicial  Agencies 


The  importance  of  the  various  studies  concerning  inmates  of  Pennsylvania 
prisons  and  reformatories  is  partially  indicated  in  the  foreword  to  "A  Pre- 
liminary Report  on  the  Classification  of  Male  Prisoners  in  Penal  Institutions 
of  Pennsylvania”  (Project  51-F2-184) : 


"Following  the  prison  disturbances  of  the  Fall  of 
1933,  the  need  for  the  reorganization  and  integration 
of  the  prison  system  of  the  State  was  keenly  felt  by  the 
administration.  Hie  leaders  in  the  field  felt  that 
classification  of  prisoners  should  be  one  of  the  first 
steps  toward  permanent  re-establishment  of  order  and  the 
adoption  of  a 'more  progressive  penal  policy.  As  one 
administrator  expressed  it,  there  are  too  many  kinds  of 
inmates  in  the  same  institution  ..." 

"The  figures  given  do  not  begin  to  give  an  adequate 
idea  of  the  vast  amount  of  material  that  was  collected  for 
the  purpose  of  this  study.  Since  our  purpose  was  simply 
to  classify  the  prisoners,  it  would  have  been  beside  the 
point  to  present  other  findings  which  inevitably  grow  out 
of  the  study.  Nor  would  it  have  been  possible  to  do  so 
within  the  time  allotted  to  the  project.  Yet  the  data 
have  been  made  available,  and  it  would  bo  a pity  not  to 
utilize  them," 


A report  on  "The  Forgotten  Four  Hundred,  A Study  of  Women  in  tho  County 
Jails  of  Pennsylvania",  (See  Philadelphia,  Project  S-E6-291)  gives  an 
intimation  of  the  far  reaching  results  that  may  be  expected  from  dissemination 
of  such  facts  as  have  been  made  available  by  these  surveys: 


"This  report  simply  attempts  to  present  the  situa- 
tion in  tho  county  prisons  and  to  reveal  some  of  its 
inherent  difficulties.  It  offers  no  solution  - that 
must  be  the  product  of  more  nature  deliberation.  But 
inevitably,  as  conditions  unfold  themselves  in  the 
paragraphs  and  tables  which  follow,  questions  will  arise 
that  must  be  answered  somehow,  sometime,  in  a community 
which  calls  itself  civilized." 


The  value  of  study  of  judicial  procedure  is  succintly ■ stated  in  the  Fore- 
word to  tho  report  on  Judicial  Administration  in  Philadelphia  (Project  51-F2- 


236)  : 
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"The  lack  of  administrative  coordination  in  the 
management  of  judicial  business  is  striking.  The 
explanation  is  to  be  found  in  the  dispersion  and 
decentralization  of  judicial  authority  among  many 
different  agencies.  Under  such  circumstances  the 
need  for  systematic  study  of  all  phases  of  judicial 
administration  would  seen  to  be  essential.  That  it 
would  indicate  means  of  substantial  saving  in  public  , 
money  and  of  improvement  in  methods,  there  can  be 
little  doubt,”

3.  Poor  Relief

4.  Mental  Defectives

5.  Rehabilitation 


While  these  studies  wer . made  in  close  cooperation  with  the  State 
Bureau  of  Rehabilitation,  an  endeavor  was  made  to  avoid  duplication  of  work 
already  done  by  that  Bureau.  Die  object  cf  the  survey  was  to  discover  and 
report  on  handicapped  individuals  not  hitherto  known.  The  findings  were 
designed  primarily  for  the  use  of  the  Bureau  of  Rehabilitation  and  arc  large- 
ly in  the  form  of  charts  and  tables.  However,  valuable  interpretative 
material  is  included  in  the  "Survey  for  the  Physically  Handicapped  of  Alle- 
gheny County"  (Project  S-02-F2-1027  Local  Work  Division).

5.  Public  Health 


The  projects  in  this  group  were  of  great  value,  especially  in  the 
furtherance  of  diphtheria  and  small  pax  immunization  and  of  child  health 
generally  through  the  health  surveys  of  pre-school  children.  The  report 
of  the  Lackawanna  County  survey  sums  up  these  values  as  follows: 

" ...  There  were  gratifying  results  - many  almost 
unbelievable  social  and  health  problems  were  uncovered 
...  (and)  by  the  score  were  referred  to  the  proper 
agency. 


"The  more  than  one  hundred  nurses  engaged  in  this 
work  gained  new  insight  into  community  problems,  the 
responsibilities  and  opportunities  in  community  service. 
Valuable  data  has  bemi  assembled. 


"This  information,  though  it  must  be  considered 
as  history  obtained  from  families  by  more  or  less  inex- 
perienced workers,  is  available  for  organizations  and 
individuals  who  arc  interested  in  promoting  the  health 
of  children  in  Lackawanna  County.  The  survey  has  shown 
the  need  for  a more  intensive  and  a better  organized 
community  health  service  which  will  unify  the  efforts 
of  all  agencies  carrying  on  health  programs  and  prevent
